vade the British Isles. At the ‘mo- 
ment of writing one does :not; 
know what the morrow will bring 
forth, and all that is -possible is 
tc examine the trend of the con- 
test in the air which has been in 
progress, 

‘It is obvious to all parties that 
a hostile landing in Great Britain 
is only possible if the enemy can 
win a temporary and at the very 
least a local supertority inthe air,. 
and tbat this superiority must be, 
fairly complete for the time and 
at the cheser it. -Aenother neces- 
sity is to ne ise In some way, 
cither by force or by evasion, the 
Cpperition of the Royal Navy, but 
in this article it is the air aspect 
which it is proposed to examine,

Surprise, however, is not a pos- 
sibility so long us the British re- 
connaissance uircraft can observe 
and report concentrations of 
barges and other shipping in the 
continental ports, as they ure able 
ti do at present.

That is what the Luftwaffe has 
been trying. to aeeemplish in re- 
cents wecks, If it were to succeed 
In that, everything else might well 
be expected to follew. 

All through the late summer 
large formations of German bom- 
bers have been crossing the 
South-East and South coasts every 
day. ‘They have distributed ‘their 
attentions, frequently attacking 
the Thames Estuary, the naval 
ports on the South coast, and the 
industrial cities of the Midlands, 
the West, and the North, But near- 
ly always there has been an as- 
sault ‘on the aerodromes from 
which _ the fighter squadrons 
operate and on factories which 
build fighter aircraft. Their suc- 
eess has been slight. We learnt 
ourselves at Stavanger how dif- 
ficult it is to put an aerodrome 
out of action, and the strength of 
the Fighte: Command has actual- 
ly increased, instead of being 
diminished, during the recent 
weeks, 

At first the plan of escorting 
the raiders with fighters met with a 
measure of success. That is to say, 
the daily tale of R.A.F, victories 
recorded more Messerschmidts 
than Heinkels, Dorniers and 
Junkers shot down. It is a natural 
instinct umong fighter pilots to 
engage enemy fighters before they 
do anything else. They are well 
aware of the disadvantage er 
which ‘they .would labour if the 
Messerschmidts dived on them 
trom above while they were busy 
disposing of the bombers. By 
sacrificing themselves in consider- 
able numbers the Messerschmidt 
pilots afforded a degree wf pro- 
‘tection to their charges, and’ gave 
‘them a chance to plant their 
bombs.

The R.A.F. Bomber Conf- 
mand was working on a definite 
plan. The greater part of its worl 
was done by night, for the fine 
training of the navigators and 
bomb-aimers made it possible for 
them to find and to hit targéts, 
while the German defences, con- 
sisting almos. entirely ,of A.A. 
tire (Flak, the Germans call it) 
supported by reat numbers of 
searchlights, inflicted a very small 
propertion of casualties. The plan 
was roughly to take first) things 
first; and the most immediate ob- 
jectives were the factories in th?

tion. But when bombs began to 
fall or London, the turn of the 
Berlin objectives was somewhnt 
advanced on the roster, and Bri- 
tish heavy bombers pad a visit to 
the German Capital on August 
25th and bombed a targe. of mili- 
tary importance. Other raids on 
the Berlin) area were made on 
subsequent nights at irregular in- 
tervals. 

On Saturday, September 7th, 
the Germans made a heavy attack 
on London in the afternoon, It 
was a very fine summer day, 
which gave every advantage to 
the defence. Though some raiders 
gut through, the result of this day- 
light raid was one of the heaviest 
defeats which the Luftwaffe bad 
suffered since Dunkirk. The 
enemy lost in all 193 machines, of 
which 238 were breught down by 
AJA, guns. 

That night saw the beginning 
of a series of heavy nightly raids 
on London. The weather at first 
was fine, the sky clear, and the 
moon waxing, According to theory, 
as established during the air 
exercises held annually for many 
years past by the R.A.F., all the 
conditions were favourable for 
the defence, provided two condi- 
tions were fulfilled. These were 
that the Observer Corps should 
spot and promptly report every 
raid (which was done), and that 
the searchlights, directed by the 
sound-locators, should catch the 
raiders in their beams. 

At night efficient work by the 
searchlights is a sine qua non of 
successful defence. If the beams 
can catch and hold the raiders, it 
should be a-straightforward mat- 
‘ter of either the A.A. gunners or 
‘the fighter aeroplanes to shoot 
‘them down, The searchlights and 
their crews are provided by’ the 
Wer Office,.and for a long time 
befcre .the Munich crisis the ‘War 
Office had neglected: and starved. 
this branch of our defences. When,‘ 
after Munich, Parliament got 
‘thoroughly alarmed about the 
country’s danger, the cry was al- 
ways for A.A. guns, never for 
more and better searchlighfs, So 
in the destructive period which 
opened on the night of September 
7th, the German bombers flew 
over at a height which the beams 
could not reach.

losses provided that the set ob- 
ject could be attained. But losses 
without success were a different 
matter, Considerable trouble wis 
tuken to prevent the Luftwaffe in 
general from being depressed by 
those losses. Squadrons which had 
suffered heavily were moved 
away from the regular starting- 
points and new units were broughs 
up ty take their places. ‘Though 
the news of the losses must have 
sur2ad despite these precautions, 
there was no evidence that the 
fighting spirit of the German air- 
men was dashed. The sudden 
abandonment of useful tactical 
objects in favour of a campaign 
of “frightfulness” against London, 
which, though it was destructive, 
did nothing to break the force of 
Britain’s war effort, had the ap- 
pearance of spite ‘rather than of 
calm reason. That Germans when 
at war have a lust for’cruelty and. 
destruction is no news to any- 
body, and it is also known that 
Hitler when thwarted is apt to 
break into rages which.complcte- 
ly cloud his reason for the time 
being. The set-back in ‘the cam- 
paign against the Fighter Com- 
mand, followed by the raids on 
Berlit., may well have driven him 
into one of his frenzies, Such a 
theory would cover the facts, yet 
one hesitates to put much trust 
in it. There are cool heads in the 
German High Command, and they 
are not likely to be diverted for 
long from the practice of sound 
military doctrine. They may have 
been willing to indulge Hitler’s 
lust for senseless slaughter and 
destruction for a limited time, in~ 
tending to revert to more promis- 
ing tactics after a period. Yet to 
what plan were they to revert?’ 
The attack on the Fighter Com- 
mand had been subdued, Britain 
could not be subdued. The sudden 
diversion of all effort to raids on 
London can fairly be called an 
‘admission of failure,.at least for 
the time being, and an indication 
of uncertainty as to what the next 
step ought .to be.. There -may be 
some hope of dislocating the ‘busi- 
ness of the country, but the Ger~ 
mans can hardly , expect night- 
bombing to achieve that.-Some of 
the worst psychologists in the 
Reich may hope to break the Bri-

While bombs were falling on a 
town in Kent, eighteen-year-old 
Donald Louis Jones-—youngest air 
raid warden in his centre—coolly 
crawled under tons of wreckage 
to rescue two trapped civilians. 

He knew that at any moment 
he might be crushed to death, but 
he did not hesitate. 

He reached the two victims and 
‘found they were pinned down by 
two heavy joists which had fallen 
from the ftoor above. 

There he etayed for four 
hours, protecting with his body 
the heads and faces of the trap- 
ped people from debris dislodg- 
ed during the rescue operations, 
All that time Warden Jones 
knew that the heavy building 
material above ‘them might cot- 
lapse. 

Throughout those four hours he 
constantly encouraged the two 
victims and gave directions to the 
rescue party, 

Later it was announced that the 
youth's heroism has earned him 
the O.B.E. Medal (Civil Division). 
He is the first air-raid warden to 
be so honoured. 

“It was mainly owing to his 
courage and endurance ‘that the 
victims were eventually released,” 
states the ‘London Gazette.” 

Jones, who is a troop leader 
in:the Boy Scouts, was.at work 
last. night.at.an alreraft factory 
where he is apprenticed—turn- 
ing out ‘bombers for the R.A.F. 
‘So secret is the work ‘that no 

one. could visit him .to tell him 
what had happened.

Jones, ‘told :a ‘reporter: “He came 
home -after ‘the raid and «told me 
“practically: nothing ‘about it.

THE BOMBED 


(By A Special Correspondent) 


J] am a refugee. 


My flat still sparks and smokes 


| over a London street that took its third severe bomb- 


ing early 


yesterday morning. 


I have discovered 


that there is nothing to dread in being a refugee. 
_Provided that relatives, friends and oneself are un- 


harmed, the capable handling of the war 


-vietims 


rapidly restores morale, even if all one’s possessions 


have gone in smoke. 


I sampled the different stages in 
dealing with the refugee, Several 
of us had been raced by firemen 
through burning debris and whist- 


ling bombs to an A.E.S. shelter 
in our night clothes with the war- 
ning. “You're = alight overhead,” 
and there was no time to go back 
even for a coat. When our plight 
was realised the control room rang 
un the Town Hall and that set the 
whole machinery going. Here is 
a diary of what happened. 


Soon after the all-clear, ambu- 
lances arrived to take the lightly- 
clad to a rest and feeding centre 
underneath a Baptist chapel, the 
others following on foot. The 
centre was run by volunteers at- 
tached to the chapel, working un- 

Pder the borough council. 


Some Criticisms 


Breakfast time provided — the 
only weak spot in the official 
chain, A good breakfast’ would 
have made all the difference to 
sad, weary, nerve-strained people, 
some of whom had lost 
homes, every hing but the clothes 
they stood up in. There were no 
means of providing it, however, 


nor was the billeting «cer able | 


to give any clear idea of the belp 
that would be fortheoming, and 
depressed refugecs got the feel- 
ing that clothes and food and 
other help would be — obtained 
only by filling up forms. A third 
frouble was the necessarily long 
wait before aid began to function, 
Fortunate people with — friends 
nearby went to them for food and 


clothes, The others waited until 
well into the morning by a com- 
forting fire.

Thien came the visit to the Pub- 


lic Assistance Board. Here red 
tape was cut to a minimum, Even 
during, the morning air raid war- 
ning, the aficers dealt with people 
already admitted to the offices, 
though the doors had to be closed 
to neweomers, The Board now 
carries on after the alert. 


After filling up a form for “ad- 
vance of compensation for war 
damage,” people in need of ready 
money for clothes or fares were 
given if, provided their incomes 
did not exceed £250. Everything 
wus speeded up, in spite of the 
fact that the board's bank had 
been bombed and 
elsewhere_for money, 


Irish Stew 


Back underneath the chapel, we 
found the billeting officer ready to 
settle the question of a night's 
sleep, and at lunch time the L.C.c. 
sent us down a splendidly cooked 
meal of ivish stew, accompanied 
by hunks of bread. We also had 
half a (resh apple ewch and a cup 
of tea. 


Those of us who had not met the 
W.V.S. workers earlier were now 
greeted cheerily by a woman in 
charge of the nearby depot ready 
to supply defects in our clothing. 
We were given shoes, coats, suits, 
woollen vests, and Jumpers accord- 
ing to our need. 


Well-clothed and well-fed, we 
found ourselves able to take a 
cheerful view of life again. And 
underlying the great kindliness 
shown us by each organisation was 
a patriotic urge to help-us to keep 
ready to face again 
the battlefield of the Zondon front.

Are the Nazi fighter- 
bombers reaching equal- 
ity with the Spitfire and 


the Hurricane? 

Is the ratio. of enemy loss¢s-— 
three Nazis to one British — fall- 
ing as a result of the new “bomb- 
and-run” tactics, carried out by 
small enemy squadrons? 

The answer to both these ques- 
tions is “No.” 


Hard To Count 


The very tactics which have 
reduced the Nazi lusses in to.al— 
flying high in small formations 
and plunging into the cover of 
low cloud--also make it dif- 
ficult for the R.A.F. to count 
their victims accurately, But 
there is solid ground for believing 
that the Nazi, losses remain at 
the old proportion of three to 
one. 

Every British loss is known, 
and is revealed. Every Nazi loss 
cannot be known, 

Our Fighter Command, how- 
ever, does possess very accurate 
knowledge of enemy losses, even 
although it never makes claims 
it sannot substantiate in every 
detail. 

The Air Ministry 
nounce the result 
fighting as follow:— 

Enemy British British Pilots 
Losses. Safe. 

6 4 2 

Behind that figure of enemy 
losses lies another set of statis- 
tics, compiled with the greatest 
care for the Air Ministry's own 
use. 

We will call it the “Three D. 
List,” although that is not the 
description applied to it by the 
Air Ministry.

Only the first figure is claimed 
as enemy losses by the Air Minis- 
try. Of the 14 Nazi ‘planes in 
the second and third categories it 
is a safe assumption that at least 
halt never got home. 

But the R. A. F. prefers to 
over-estimate the Nazi strength, 
and to under-estimate Nazi losses, 

Another point is worth remem- 
bering in considering the figures 
of air losses. 

The R. A. F. do not claim as 
successes Nazi ’planes bombed on 
the ground, unless, as seldom 
happens, the hits scored and the 
damage done is clearly visible 
from the air. 


Truth Tells 


The Nazi High Command is 
less _scrupulous and more opti- 
mistic. If a lone raider drops a 
bomb anywhere within miles of, 
say, Slocombe-on-the-Mud Aero- 
drome, the Nazi wireless blares 
out blithely: “Thirteen Spitfires 
were destroyed on the ground at 
Slocombe-on-the-Mud.” 

The ultimate effect of this will 
be the same as in the last war, 
Nazi flyers, pepped up by fictitious 
figures of R. A. F. losses, will be 
demoralised when they learn the 
truth in sky combat: that the 
R.A. F. grows in strength and 
striking power every day.

There’s an 
unexploded bomb next door,” a 
pollceman toid them. 

The girl's father, a naval officer 
home on leave, pleaded with the 
policeman that they should be al- 
lowed to stay in the house until 
after the wedding and the re- 
ception.

Then the brides and their hus- 
bands returned to the Rudland 
home to find that adjoining houses 
had been evacuated. 


Mrs. Hardy, . Violet's 
in-law, said: 

“You wouldn't have thought 
that there was an unexploded 
bomb not far away If you had 
been at the reception. We had a 
wonderful time. 

“Nobody was at all nervous, and 
we kept the party up into the 
early hours.”

The most significant as- 
pect of the new trade 
agreement between Brit- 
ain and Turkey is that it 
reflects the confidence in 


Britain’s position. It re- 
gisters the recent gains 
for ‘British prestige. One 
of the most discouraging 
tasks facing the Chur- 
chill Government must 
have been that of repair- 
mg the damage done to 
Britain’s cause through 
the earlier giving of guar- 
antees that could not be 
backed up. In the diplo- 
matic scramble that pre- 
ceded the war such guar- 
antees may have been a 


necessary part of a des-: 


perate game. But, failing 
to prevent the outbreak 
of war, they became tre- 
mendous liabilities for 
Britain. 


One of these guarantees 
went to Turkey. Likewise 
a trade agreement was 
arranged between Britain 
and its friend in the East- 
ern Mediterranean. That 
agreement was intended 
to bolster Turkey’s politi- 
cal position by making the 
Turks less dependent on 
German markets and io 
deprive the Nazis of Tur- 
kish products. It was a 
double-edged tactic in 
Britain's economic war 


against the Third Reich.| 


But the edges began to 
dull as Nazi victories in 
Poland, Norway, the Low- 
lands and France left 
Britain alone in its own 
island fortress. 


The Turks continued to 
trade heavily with Ger- 
many.

On Saturday, September 7th, 
the Germans made a heavy attack 
on London in the afternoon, [t 
was oa very fine stunmcr day, 
which gave every advantage to 
the defence. Though some raiders 
got through, the result of this day- 
light raid was one of the heaviest 
defeats which the Luftwaffe had 
suffered since Dunkirk. The 
enemy lost in alt 193 machines, of 
which 28 were brcught down by 
A.A, guns, 

That night saw the beginning 
of a series of hcavy nightly raids 
on London, The weather at first 
war fine, the sky clear, and the 
moon waxing, According to theory, 
as established during the air 
exercises held annually for many 
years past by the R.A.F., all the 
conditions were favourable for 
the defence, provided two condi- 
tions were fulfilled. These were 
that the Observer Corps should 
spot and promptly report every 
raid (which was dene), and 4hat 
the searchlights, directed by the 
sound-locators, should catch the 
raiders in their beams. 

At night efficient work by the 
searchlights is a sine qua non of 
successful defence. If the beams 
can catch and’ hold: the: raiders, it 
should be a straightforward mat- 
ter of either the A.A. gunners or 
the fighter’ aeroplares to shoot 
them down.

They may haver 
been willing to indulge Hitler’s, 
Just for senseless slaughter and 
destruction for a limited time, in- 
tending to revert to more promis- 
ing tactics after a period. Yet to 
what plan were they to revert” 
The attack on the Fighter Com- 
mand had been subdued. Britain 
could not be subdued. The sudden. 
diversion of all effort to raids on 
London can fairly be called an 
admission of failure, at least fox 
the time being, and an indication 
of uncertainty as to what the next

ARMY 
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WOUNDED, SAVES FOUR 


GIRLS

WOUNDED’ AND hal 


f stunned by. two bombs 


which fell twenty yards away, a Home Guard ran to 
a blazing Army lorry, rescued a F.A.N.Y. driver and 
“Please tell us who was to blame} smothered her burning clothes with his bare hands. 

Then he helped to save three A.T\S. girls trap- 
ped in the back of the lorry. An enemy *planc 
circled, but he continued’rescue work until he 


collapsed, 

This here of the Home Guard is 
Section Commander Richard 
Stanley George Worster aged 
thirty-two, of Rochester, Kent. 

His gallantry was revealed In 
an Order Issued by Zone Com- 
mander Brigadier-General H. S. 
Franklin, 

The general expressed 
“high appreciation.” 


Worster is a Government clerk, 
married, with one small daughter. 
He was one of the first Home 
Guards in the country. 

He was on duty at 9.30 p.m. 
when the bembs dropped. He was 
knocked down and half-stunned, 
but he jumped up and dashed to 
the blazing lorry. The driver was 
trapped in her seat. She had a 
broken arm and her clothing was 
pon fire,

At the risk of his life he lifted 
her out, put out the flames with 
his bare hands, and helped to 
carry her to cover. 

An enemy ‘plane wus circling 
overhead, There was heavy gun- 
fire and the blaze of the lorry lit 
ths whole scene. 

But Worster came back again 
to hetp rescue three A.T.S. girls 
who were inside the lorry—then 
went hack once more ta hotp 
carry In the bodies of a sofdier 
and a Home Guard colleague. 

He collapsed. He had a shrav- 
Nel wound on the hand, and was 
temporarily paralysed down one 
side. 

Three other A.T.S. girls were 
found dead In the lorry. 

“But for his gallantry and pre- 
sence of mind, the death roll of 
five would have been considerably 
larger.” 

Said Worster to a friend’ “Any 
Englishman would have done the 
same.”

THE BOMBED 


(By A Special Correspondent) 


Iam arefugee. My flat still sparks and smokes 
over a London street that took its third severe bomb- 


ing early yesterday morning. 


I have discovered 


that there is nothing to dtead in being a refugee. 
Provided that relatives, friends and oneself are un- 
harmed, the capable handling of. the war victims 
rapidly restores morale, even if all one’s possessions 


thave gone in smoke. 


I sampled the different stages in 
dealing with the refugee, Several 
of ug had been raced by firemen 
through burning debris and whist- 


ling bombs to an ALPLS. | shelter 
in our night clothes with the war. 
ning, "You're alight | overhead,” 
and there was no time to go back 
even for a coat. When our plight 
was realised the control room rang 
un the Town Hall and that set the 
whole machinery going. Here is 
a diary of what happened. 


Soon after the all-clear, ambu- 
lances arrived to take the lightly- 
clad to a rest and feeding centre 
underneath a Baptist chapel, the 
others following on foot. The 
centre was run by volunteers at- 
tached to the chapel, working un- 
der the borough council.

We also had | 
half a fresh apple each and a cup 
of tea. 


Those of us who had not met the 
W.V.S. workers eurlier were now 
greeted cheerily by a woman in 
charge of the nearby depot ready 
to supply defects in our clothing. 
We were given shoes, coats, suits, 
woollen vests, and jumpers accord- 
ing to our need 


Well-clothed and well-fed, we 
found ourselves able to take a 
cheerful view of life again. And 
underlying the great kindliness 
shown us by each organisation was 
a patriotic urge to help us to keep 
our chins up, ready to face again 
the battlefield of the London front.

Hit On Ground 


Only the first figure ts claimed 
as enemy losses by the Air Minis- 
try. Of the 14 Nazi ‘planes in 
the second and third categories it 
is a safe assumption that at least 
half never got home. 

But the R. A. F. prefers to 
over-estimate the Nazi strength, 
and to under-estimate Nazi losses, 

Another point is worth remem- 
bering in considering the figures 
of air losses. 

The R. A. F. do not claim as 
successes Nazi ‘planes bombed on 
the ground, unless, us seldonr 
happens, the hits scored and the 
damage done is clearly visible 
from the air, 


Truth Tells 


The Nazi High Command is 
less scrupulous and more onti- 
mistic. If a lone raider drops a 
bomb anywhere within miles of, 
say, Slocombe-on-the-Mud Aero- 
drome, the Nazi wireless blares 
out blithely: “Thirteen Spitfires 
were destroyed on the ground at 
Slocombe-on-the~Mud.” 

The ultimate effect of this will 
be the same as in the last war. 
Nazi flyers, pepped up by fictitious 
figures of R. A. F. losses, will be 
demoralised when they learn the 
truth in sky combat: that the 
R. A. F. grows in strength and 
striking power every day.

GIRLS TORE their clothing ; into strips to band- 
age the victims of a German bomb which wrecked 
(hive crowded .trams in a London street. Several- 
people, including a tram driver, -a conductor, and.a 
woman passenger aged about thixty, were killed. 


‘Others were injured. 


A few seconds after the bomb had fallen, a score 
of rescuers, mostly. women, were tearing at the 
wreckage to free the trapped passengers. By the 
roadside, amid broken glass and splintered wood, 


girls knelt giving first aid. 


When first aid squads arrived 


the voluntary “nurses” had ban-! 


dauged a dozen casualties, 


A police officer told a reporter: 
“Injured people were scattered all 
over tbe roadway.

A smal} army, mostly girls who 
had been on their way to work 
when the “Alert” sounded and 
had taken cover, were helping to 
treat them. 

“The girls did a fine job of 
work.

The trams were drawn up close 
together near traffic lights. The 
bomb hit the rear of the first tram 
and the front of the second. They 
were crushed like concertinas. 

Windows and woodwork were 
blown out of other trema. Bro- 
ken seats were hurled into the 
roadway, 

Blast shattered the windows of 
buses in the same street. Passers- 
by were injured by flying frag- 
ments, 

“The raider must have been in a 
hurry to get rid of his bombs” 
said a passer-by “At least three 
were dropped in this area. 


Too Enthusiastic 


“Fortunately, a lot of people had 
taken cover when they heard gun- 
fire near, But several were still 


about and there were a number of | ; 


injuries from flying glass.” 

Post Warden C. £, Ephgrave 
sald: “The public were aptendid, 
But they were so enthusiastic 
that after a time they proved.a 
hindrance ‘and we had‘to cordon 
off the areca. 

“Many of the passengers — the 
trams ‘were practically full of 
workers —- suffered from | shock 
and were ‘treated for this and 
minor. injuries at first-aid posts.”

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BRITAIN AFIELD 


The most significant as- 
pect of the new trade 
agreement between Brit- 
ain and Turkey is that it 

. reflects the confidence in 
‘Britain’s position. It re- 
gisters the recent gains 
for British prestige. One 
of the most discouraging 
tasks facing the Chur- 
chill Government must 
have been that of repair- 

. ing the damage done to 
Britain’s cause through 
the earlier giving of guar- 
antees that could not be 
backed up. In the diplo- 
matic scramble that pre- 
ceded the war such guar- 


antees may have been @ 


necessary part of a des- 
perate game. But, failing 
to prevent the outbreak 
of war, they became tre- 
mendous liabilities for 
Britain. 


One of these guarantees 
went to Turkey. Likewise 
a trade agreement was 
arranged between Britain 
and its friend in the East- 
ern Mediterranean. That 
agreement was intended 
to bolster Turkey’s politi- 
cal position by making the 
Turks less dependent on 
German markets and to 
deprive the Nazis of Tur- 
kish products. . It was a 
double-edged tactic in 
Britain’s economic war 
against the Third Reich. 
But the edges began to 
dull as Nazi victories in 
Poland, Norway, the Low- 
lands and France left 
Britain alone in its own 
island fortress. 


The Turks continued to 
trade heavily with Ger- 
many. Recent figures in- 
dicated that Turkish 
trade with the Third 
Reich. had been more 
than five times as great as 
that with Britain.. And 
Ankara has clung to neu- 
trality. Meariwhile the 
journeys of Franz von 
Papen, Gertnan Ammbas- 
gador, between Berlin 
and Ankara, have be- 
spoken Germany’s unre- 
lenting diplomatic acti- 
‘vity in Turkey. 


Behind the new Anglo- 
- Turkish agreement would 
geem to lie an increasing 
confidence in  Britain’s 
ability to survive as a 
world power. Thé trade 
agreement is one answer 
that Turkey can make to 
German pressures. It 1s 
‘hot likely, that Turkey

The Air Battle 


By the time these words ap- 
tar in print an attempt my have 
been made by the Germans to in- 
vnde the British Isles. At the mo- 
ment of writing one does not 
know ‘what the morrow will dring 
forth, and all that is possible is 
te examine the trend of tne con- 
test in the air which has been in 
progress, 

It is obvious to all parties that 
a hostile landing in Great Britain 
is only possible If the enemy can 
win a temporary and ut the very 
least a local superiority in the air, 
and that this superiority must be 
fairly complete for the time and 
at the chosen spot. Another neces- 
sity is to neutralise in some way, 
cither by ferce or by evasion, the 
opposition of the Royal Navy, but 
in this urticle it is the air aspect 
which it is proposed to examine, 

The problem before an invad- 
Ing cnemy must be to copyvey his 
troops across the sea ain surface 
crate (air-borne troops can only 
be ancillaries at the best), to seize 
some petal on the Britush coast 
and secure it: against the efforts 
of the defending forces during the 
disembarkation, and afterwards to 
matntain oa conmectton between 
this spet and the matin base on the 
Costinent, Phe enemy may hope 
te accomplish the first part of this 
either by force or by surprise, or 
by a combination of the two. The 
naval superiority of Britain is such 
that te effect oa surprise seems 
even more necessary in this than 
im omeost other warlke operations, 

Surprise, however, is not a pos- 
sibility so long as the British re- 
connaissance aircraft can observe 
and report concentrations of 
barges and other shipping in the 
continental ports, as they are able 
to do at present. On the strength 
of these reports the Navy can 
make its dispositions and the 
Bomber Command of the Royal 
Air Force can attack the concen- 
trations, as it has been doing. 
Unless the Coustal Command and 
the Bomber Command of the 
R.A.F. can be effectively put out 
of action, the invading force has 
a very poor chance of even mak- 
ing a start. 

If, none the less, the start were 
mede, if the sea were crossed 
without crippling loss, and the 
liding-point reached, the pro- 
blem before the Germans would 
be something like this. They 
could not use their artill¢ry until 
it nad teen disembarked, and so 
their bombers must play the part 
of artillery daring the disem- 
barkation. They would probably 
try fo lay down a box barrage of 
bombs round the landing point so 
as to hold. the British Army at a 
distance. Their bombers would 
have to be protected by fighters, 
and at’ the same time the Ger- 
man fighters would have the task 
of keeping the British bombers 
away {rom the disembarking Ger- 
man troops. That could only be 
done if the Gérman fighters were 
véry sure of their ability to mas- 
ter the British fightérs completely. 
They feel no such confidence. 
pointing: which has happehed so 
far in this war suggests that such 
a mastery is possible. we" 

Incidentally, German -difficni- 
ties would be inertased if the 
fohding were attemnptéd at, a eo 
outside the effective range of: he 
Messerschmidt 109 fighter. This 
considération narrows down the 
aréa Within which an attempted 
landing fs probable.

other consideration tc keep in

times proved their ability to beat

ers. In any sort of strength they

Therefore 
the neutralisation oof the RUA 
Fighter Commané@ has become the 
necessary prelimibary to ad) other 
stages of the attack oon Britain 
That os what the Luttwafle has 
been trying te accomplish ino re- 
cont weeks, If if were to succeed 
in that, everything else might well 
be expected to follow. 

All through the late summer 
large formations of German bom- 
bers have been crossing the 
South-East and South coasts every 
day. They have distributed their 
attentions, frequently attacking 
the Thames Estuary, the naval 
ports on the South coast, and the 
industrial cities of the Midlands, 
the West, and the North, But near- 
ly always there has been an as- 
sault on the aerodremes from 
which the fighter squadrons 
operate and on factories which 
build fighter aircraft. Their suc- 
cess has been slight. We learnt 
curselvés at Stevanger how dif- 
ficult it is te put an aerodrome 
out of action, and the strength of 
the Fighte: Command has actual- 
ly increased, instead of heing 
diminished, ¢during the recent 
wecks, 

At first the plan of escorting 
the raiders with fighters met with a 
mezsure of success. That is to say, 
the daily tale of R.A.F, victurles 
recorded more Messerschmidts 
than Heinkels, Dorniers and 
Junkers shot down, It is a natural 
instinct umong fighter pilots to 
ehgage enemy fighters before thty 
do anything els¢. They are well 
aware of the disadvantage under 
which they would labour if the 
Messerschmidts dived on them 
trom above while they were busy 
disposing of the bombers. By 
sacrificing themselves in consider- 
able numbers thé Messerschmidt 
pilots afforded a_ degree of pto- 
téction to their charges, atid gave 
fhem a chance to plant their 
Bombs. It was not long, however, 
before the R-A.F. pilots revised 
their tactics, and contrived to 
give the enemy bombers a due 
share of attention. Confident ,in 
their superiority ‘of their own 
aerdpfahes. and’ their, ow. skill, 
they never hesitated to tackle 
superior numbers. Even a single 
squadron of Hititritanes or Spit- 
fires would divide Itself, and one 
fight of Aights would occupy the 
attention of the escort, whilé the 
rest playéd havote With the Hein- 
{els and Junkérs. The A.A. gun= 
ners, too, quickly improved their 
marksmanship with practice, and 
no practice is so useful as firing 
against actual enemy aircraft. 
Peace-time exercises cansisted in 
firing at a towed drogue, or at 
best a wireless-cohtrolied Queen 
Bee a¢roplane, and these wére 
not nearly so beneficial. Soon, the 
toll taken of rdiders:by the A.A.

The numerous targets in 
Eastern Germany, including Ber- 
lin, were on the schedule tor at- 
tention in their turn, The strength 
of the Bomber Command was 
steadily increasing ond would in- 
crease at a still greater pace when 
the Empire scheme, with Canada 
as its centre, came into full opera- 
tion. But when bombs began to 
fall on London, the turn of the 
Berlin objectives was’ somewhat 
advanced on the roster, and Bri- 
tish heavy bombers paid a visit to 
the German Capital on August 
25th and bombed a target of miUli- 
tary importance. Other raids on 
the Berlin area were made on 
subsequent nights at irregular {n- 
tervals. 

On Saturday, September 7th, 
the Germans made a heavy attack 
on London in the afternoon, [t 
was a very fine summer day, 
which gave every advantage to 
the defence. Though some raiders 
got through, the result of this day- 
light raid was one of the heaviest 
defeats which the Luftwaffe tad 
suffered since Dunkirk. The 
enemy lost in all 193 machines, of 
which 28 were breught down by 
A.A, guns, 

That night saw the beginning 
of a series of hcavy nightly raids 
on London, The weather at first 
was fine, the sky clear. and the 
moon waxing. According to theory, 
as established during the air 
exercises held annually for many 
years past by the R.A.F., all the 
conditions were favourable for 
the defence, provided two condi- 
tions were fulfilled. These weré 
that the Observér Corps should 
spot and promptly report every 
raid (which was dene), and that

But losses 
without success were a different 
matter, Considerable trouble was 
taken to prevent the Luftwaffe in 
Beneral from being depressed by 
those losses. Squadrons which had 
suifered heavily were moved 
away from the regular startiny- 
points and new units were brough: 
up to take their places, Though 
the news of the losses must have 
spread despite these precautichs, 
there was no evidence that the 
fighting spirit of the German dir- 
men was dashed. The sudden 
abandonment of useful tactical 
objects in favour of a campaign 
of “frightfulness” against London, 
which, though it, was destructive; 
dia nothing to break the force of 
Britain’s war effort, had the ap> 
pearance of spite rather than of 
calm reason. That Germans wher 
at war have a lust for cruelty an 
destruction is no news to any- 
body, and it is also known that 
Hitler when thwarted is apt td 
break into rages which complzte= 
Ty loud. his reason for the timé 
being. The set-back in the cam 
paign against the Fighter Com- 
mand, followed by the raids on 
Berlir., may well have driven him 
into one of his frenzies, Such & 
theory would covér the facts, yet 
one Hesitdfes to put much trust 
in it. There are cool heads in the 
German High Command, and they 
are not likely to be diverted for 
long from the practice of sound 
military doctrine, They may ha 
been willing to indulge Hitler’s 
lust. for senseléss slaughter, and 
destruction for a limited time, in- 
tending to revert to more promis+ 
ing tactics after a period.

BEFORE RISING yesterday the House of 
Commons carried by 323 votes to six an 
omendment giving its approval to the action 
of the Home Secretary in suppressing the 
Communist “Daily Worker” and passed the 
amended motion. 

Stipporters of the original motion, which 
expressed detestation of the propaganda of 
the “Daily Worker’’ but regretted Govern- 
ment had chosen to suppress it under the De- 
fence Regulations rather than prosecute it, 
urged that in taking action against the news- 
paper under one of the Regulations, which 
had been justified to the House on the sole 
ground that they might be needed in circum- 
stances of direct peril arising out of physical 
invasion, the Home Secretary is creating an 


undesirable precedent which might under- 
mine confidence in the freedom of the press. 


Tt was also argued that suppres- 
sion tiight have a dangerous re- 
sult in foremeg into furtive and 
clandestine channels the dessem- 
ination of Views ventilated in) the 
“Daily Worker," which in’ that 
way might cause greater disaffec-, 
tlon than if treated with the con- 
tempt they deserved. 

In moving the amendment, 
which was carried, Mr, Lee-Smith 
for the Labour Party said he ap- 
Proved the action of the Home Se- 
eretary on the simple instinctive 
ground that he believ ed the object 
of the "Daily Worker” was to slow 
down the country’s war produc- 
tion. 

He was supported by Sir Percy 
Haris for the Liberals who stress - 
ed the need for care in the use ot 
emergency powers which must 
disappear immediately the war Is 
ended. 

Only defenders which the ‘Daily 
Worker” itself found in the House 
were the single Communist mem- 
ber, Mr, Gallacher, and a Labour 
member, Mr. D. N. Pritt. 


Snivelling Hypocrisy 


The Home Secretary, Mr. Her- 
bert Morrison, was cheered when 
he declared: “The Communtst 
Party is the last party on earth 
to claim the privileges of Demo- 
cratic rights. They dq not be- 
Neve In Democracy. 

“Mr, Callacher as a Communist 
cannot believe in Democracy, For 
him and his political friends it is 
an outworn political creed of the 
nineteenth century and it is sheer 
Monsense, sheer snivelling hypo- 
crisy for the Communist -Party to 
talk of the righ*s ~ of Democracy 
and to demand Judical processes.”

VICTIMS 


While bombs were falling on a 
town in Kent, eighteen-year-old 
Donaid Louis Jones—youngest air 
raid warden in his centre—coolly 
crawled undtr tons of wreckage 
to rescue two trapped civilians. 

He kenew that at any moment 
he might be crushed to death, but 
he did not hesitate. 

He reached the two victims and 
found they weré pinned down by 
two heavy joists which had faHen 
from the floor above. : 

There he stayed for four 
hours, protécting with his body 
the heade and faces of the trap- 
ped people from debris dislodg- 
ed during the rescue operations, 

All that time Warden Joneb 

knew fhat the héavy bullding 

materlal above therh might col- 
lapse, 

Throughout those four hours he 
constantly encouraged the two 
victims and gave directions to the 
rescue party. 

Later it was announced that the 
pone heroism has earned him 
he O.B.E. Medal (Civil Division). 
He is the first air-raid warden to 
be so honoured. 

“It was mainly owing to his 
courage and endurance that thé 
victims were eventually released,” 
states the “London Gazette.”

Damages totalling $221,- 
327.54 were awarded the 
Chinese Government Salt 
Administration by the 
Chief Justice, Sir Atholl 
Macgregor, this morning 
in the Supreme Court in 
an action for breach of 
contract against Tsang 
Pak-woon, trading as Tak 
Kee-hun of No. 58, Bon- 
ham Strand East and 
Poon Yeuk-kwong of No. 
24, Wing Kut Street. 


In the statement of claim — the 
first defendant was the principal 
and the second defendant was 
guarantor. The contract was en- 
tered into on November 23, 1939 
for the delivery of 8,000 tons of 
salt. 

Plaintiffs also claim for the sum 
of $10,000 being deposit made to 
defendants in relation to the con- 
tract. 

Mr. Eldon Potter, K.C., in- 
structed by Mr. C. Y. Kwan, 
appeared for plaintiffs, De- 
fendants were not legally re. 
presented mor were they pre- 
sent jn Court. : 

Mr. Potter said that) plaintiffs 
were a department of the Govern- 
ment of China and were en- 
titled to sue or be liable to be 
sued in Hong Kong. Defendants 
had originally filed a statement of 
defence but this was ordered to 
be struck out because of non- 
compliance of an order for dis- 
covery, and Messrs Hastings and 
Co., who were then acting — for 
them, had since had no further 
instructions 

Under the terms of the contract, 
defendants were to deliver 8,000 
tons of salt at the rate of not 
less than 1,200 tons a month. The 
contract price was $40.90 Hong 
Kong Currency and defendants 
had only deliverd 780 tons. Plain- 
tiffs went out of their way time 
after time to help defendants but 
the contract could not be {Hed 
and had to be terminated. As a 
result, plaintiffs suffered damaves 
amounting to $221,327.54. In ad- 
dition, there was $10,000 deposit- 
ed with the defendants, and this 
had not been returned, 


Despatch From 
Embassy 


Mr. J. Watson, of the Colonial 
Secretariat, produced a despatch 
from the British Embassy — in 
Chungking, enclosing a statement 
by the Chinese Ministry for For- 
eign Affairs that plaintiffs were 
a department of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Lui Yen-sang said that he 
had been with the Administra- 
tion for 28 years and until Janu- 
ary 10 he was Director of the 
Hong Kong Office. Repeated re- 


quests were made for delivery 
but to no effect. Plaintiffs had 
to purchase salt in the open mar- 
ket owing to this. A total of 
5,874 tons of foreign salt was 
bought at an average price of 
$52.57 (Hong Kong), and the total 
amount paid’ was $308,860.09. Un- 
der the contract the cost of the 
same number of tons of salt was 
$87,532.55.

HK. VOLUNTEER. 
IN COURT 


AT THE INSTANCE of Colonel H. B. 
Rose, Commandant of the Hong Kong Volun- 
teer Defence Corps, Lee Ping-pui, of the Asia 
Life Insurance Company, wes summoned be- 
fore ‘Mr. E. Himsworth at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy this morning for a breach of the Volun- 


teer Ordinance. 


Accused was alleged to have on Decem- 
ber 13 last, failed to comply with an order of 
the Commandant requiring him to attend 
Volunteer Headquarters on December 12 to 
explain his failure to attend Camp. 


Defendant, pleading guilty, 
stated that he recently joined the 
Asia Life Insurance Company. He 
had been very busy in December 
working on accounts and was not 
able to attend the Cump. 


Mr. J. P. Murphy, Crown Soli- 
citor, alleged that accused com- 
pletely disregarded the Comman- 
dant's order, by failing to attend 
Camp, and by failing to report to 
Captain E. N. Thursby on Decem- 
ber 19 for the purpose of ex- 
plaining his absence from Camp. 


Mr. Murphy said that the Vo- 
lunteer Orders were regularly pu- 
blished in the “Government 
Gazette” and in newspapers, Ac- 
cused’s attendance in’ Camp was 
required from December 5 to De- 
cember 12, 

After the announcement of the 
Orders, accused wrote a letter to 
Captain Austin, who directed it to 
Captain Thursday. The letter ex- 
plained that accused was unable to 
attend Camp owing to work in 
the Asia Life Insurance Company. 


Ordered To Report 


The Commandant then ordered 
accused to attend Camp from De- 
cember 5 to December 10 but he 
disregarded it completely. 

On December 13 a fetter was 
issued by Captain Thursby noti- 
fying accused to report to Head- 
quarters (Captain Thursby) on 
December 19. This order was 
also completely disregarded. 
MIr. Murphy said that the Com- 

mandant took a very serious view 
of the case. 

Accused replied that he report- 
ed personally to Captain Austin on 
December 19 and showed him the 
letter. As Cuptain Austin said 
nothing, accused left Headquarters 
without seeing Captain Thursby. 

Captain Austin, who wus pre- 
sent in Court, alleged that ac- 
cused had never reported to him 
on the day in question, 

The Magistrate then adjourned 
the summons to hear Captain Aus-~ 
tin’s evidence next Tuesday morn- 
ing,
